In an extended letter Hon. Wil 
Ham Jenniugs Biyan expresses the 
opinion that the rise in wheat will aid 
rather than depress the cause ot bi- 
metallism. "While a few people," 
says Mr. Bryan, "may be inclined to 
give an administration credit or blame 
as the case may be, for everything 
that happens duriug its existence, ev 
ery iutel igeot p ts >n reasons from 
cauie to effect. 

"Wheat has risen because the for- 
eign crop has bsen exceediugly short. 
Bimetallism couteut that (he law ot 
supply and demand is universal; they 
apply it uot only to money but to bul 
lion, both gold .and silver, to wheat 
and to every other article of value. 
They c mtend that the exchangeable 
vtlue of both money and merchan 
dise will be affected by auv thing 
which affects either the demands or 
supply. 

"lho American wheat grower is 
just now profiting by an ulmoat un- 
precedented disaster which has over 
taken the wheat growers of Iudia, Eu 
rope aud South America. 

"When wheat reached seventy five 
csnls a bushel a Republican in West 
ern Nebraska pointed out that the 
rise wa* just abiut < •pi.il to the taiif! 
ot wheat, and attributed the rise to 
the Diogly law, but it would be an 
iosult to the average Republican to 
suppose him capable of cherishing 
such a delusion. 

"While wheat is higher in Liver 
pool than it is in New York, (and it 
always, or nearly always is,) the tariff 
on wheat has no influence upon the 
price in the U cited States." 

Mr. Bryan then quotes a statement 
made August 22 by President McKin 
ley, in which the latter said "the 
cause of the present boom in the west 
is undoubtedly due in a great meas- 
ure to the large crops and high prices, 
caused by the failure of crops in oth 
er countries," and continues: 

"If the Republicans desire to claim 
the credit for the high price of wheat, 
they must assume the responsibility 
for the loiniae in India. Will any 
Rep-blican convention 'point with 
pride' to famine aa evidence that the 
Republican party is redeeming its 
campaign pledges." 

"Will the Republican party pledge 
itsell to use its best efforts to contiuue 
the famine abroad, as it pledged it- 
■elf last year to promote international 
b : uielalism. 

"Tha most si? nifirant thing about 
the Republicans rej >icing over the 
rise in wheat, || that in admitting the 
rise to be beneficial they answer the 
arguments made last fall by leading 
advocates of gold etancard and 
plant themselves on the ground here 
tofore occupied by bimetallists. 

"We were told last fall than an ap 
predating dollar was a national bless 
ing, and yet wituiu a year the entire 
Republican press is in ecslacy be. anse 
the purchasing power of the dollar 
hat been to some ext ent decreated. 

"Wage earners were told last fall 
that a rise in the price ot . i.nnodi 
ties would be detrimental to tbera, 
and yet behold how happy Republi 
can spellbinders are because one 
great staple, fl >ur, bag risen. 

"Laboring men were told that their 
wages would be virtual/reduced when 
it required in ire dollars to buy a giv 
•n amount of food and clothing. Can

slme of the promised prosperity lance 



ty h - returned. 

"While the Republicans seem to 
have come over to our position there 
is this essential difference between 
tLem and bimetal lists. The latter de 
sire to raise all prices to the bimetallic 
level, and then keep them there by a 
financial system which will furnish 
standard money sufficiently in volume 
to keep pace with the demand for mo 
uey. The former praise a dear dollar 
but grow happy over the cheapening 
of the dollar in its relatiooa to a few 
articles. 

"A general rise quickens enterprise 
for the time being, and the maintain 
ing of the level, when reached, pro 
tects business in general and produc 
erg of wealth in particular from the 
disastrous effects of falling prices. A 
rise in a few articles may bring advan 
Uge to those who produce micli arti 
clcs and yet be a detriment to those 
who are engaged ij the production of 
articles which do not enjoy a corres 
ponding rise. 

"A few instances may be given: If 
wool rises the wool grower would be 
benefitted, but the manufacturer ot 
woolen goods will suffer unless there 
is a corresponding advance in the 
price of woolen goods. 

"Bat an advauce in the price of 1 
woolen poods is an iojury to those 
who wear woolen go:ds, unless they 
et>j >y a corresponding increase iu iu- 
c mies. 

"It sugar rises the sugar trust reaps 
the profit, but it must be at the ex- 
pense of those who consume sugar, 
unless the consumers of sugar can 
make enough more to cover the in- 
caeased price. So w^enwheat rise*, 
the wheHt grower is bonefifleo'7-tuj. he 
profits at the expense of thoje who 
useflmr unless the latter in some 
way secure a corresponding increase 
in their incomes. 

"A general rise in piices should be 
followed by a rige iu wageg. Mr. Car 
ligle, in his speech of 1878, comment 
ing upon the advautageg to be secured 
through the Bland act said: 'Instead 
of constant and relentless contraction 
— iuBtead of constant appreciation of 
money aud depreciation of propeity, 
we will have expansion to the extent 
of at least 02,000,000 per month »r,.l 
urder its influence the exchangeable 
vulue of commodities, including labor 
will soon begin to rise, thus iuviiing 
investment, iufusiug life into the 
dead industries of the «ountry and 
juickecing the pulsations of trade in 
all its departments 

"The farmer and manufacturer 
would each receive a higher price for 
his product, and would be able to pay 
ware to those employes in its produc 
tion. Laborers, on the other hand, 
would at the employer and their own 
disadvantage, realize by demanding 
an increase in wages. Labor organi- 
zations, aided by an increased demand 
for labor, would obtain this increase, 
and thus secure protection from harm 
The good effect ot a general rise and 
a subsequent level ot prices would be 
widespread and permanent. The own 
era of money and the holders of fixed 
investments are the only one to whom 
rising prices bring real injury, aud 
this injury is partly remedied by the 
greater security given to these invest 
meuts. 

"It is said that rising prices do in- 
justice to owners of money and those 
enjoying fixed iucomes; let it be ro 
membered that the restoration of bi- 
metallism can only take away the ad 
vautage which the gold standaid gave 
It is a choice betwren falling prices 



ard gives perpetual advantage to mon 
ey owning, while bimetalism gives 
temporary advantage to producers of 
wealth, at the expense of money own 
erp, and then establishes justice be 
tween all classes by preserving stabili 
ty in tho purchasing power of the 
dollar. 

"Those who understand the cause 
of the recent rise iu wheat know that 
the price will fall when ihe foreign 
crops again bee mie normal. In fact 
wheat baselrrady receded twice, ow 
ing to the fear that the first reports 
of the foreign crop failure were exag 
geratcd. The export price of wheat 
for the year ending June 30. IMS, 
was $1.03, for the year following it 
was 80 cents; by the first of Novem 
ber, 1803. the price had fallen below 
70 cents. 

"What will be the political effect 
of this temporary advance':" 

"That it must be adverse to tie Re 
publican party is certain.

try. Tnis is another confirmation of 
the arguments mad^s by bimetallists. 
A largo part of this mocey comes 
from abroad. Wheat ia uot only high 
er, but more of it is being exported 
If we had enough money in the coun 
fry an increase in volume would be 
an injury. This is another cotjfirma 
liou of the arguments made by bimb 
talliuta. It' an increase iuthe volume 
of money secured by the exportation 
of higher wheat, gives cat.se for ie- 
joicirg, is it not cvidenco that we 
now have au insufficient quantity f 

"If farmers are constantly remind 
ed of the large increase in the value 
of this year's crop, will they not be 
able to calculate their less more easi 
ly when wheat goea down? 

' Is it not possible that the pleasure 
experienced from the rise iu wheat 
will lead farmers to desire an increase 
in the price of other farm products! 
When they learn the advantage* of 
restored prices will they not seek for 
some more durable means of sustain 
ing prices than either drouth or fam 
ioe? 

"The department official has also 
contributed to our cause by emphasiz 
ing the benefits received by the other 
industries trom the farmer's pros- 
perity. 

"Tho President duriug the last cam 
paign gave utterance to a very effect 
ive phrase when he suggested the 
opening of the mills instead of the 
mints, but he was answered by the 
statement that the mills would open 
when the people were able to buy tho 
products cf the mills. When the go 
vernnient official pointed out the ad 
vantage accruing to the country from 
the fact that the farmers have severs! 



to speud in raying debts and buying 
merchandise, he strengthens the posi 
tion taken by bimetallists. 

"If the rise in wheat will enable 
the farmers to pay their interest more 
promptly aDd have money left to buy 
their merchandise how much greater 
would be the general benefit if the 
ri«e extended to all agricultural pro 
ducts. 

'Tn calculating the political effect 
of the rise iu wheat it must be remem 
bered thtt many farmers were threat 
eued with foreclosure during the last 
campaign, and that a considerable 
part of the money received from the 
wheat will be employed to pay mnrt 
gages, Thus intimidation will be 
somewhat restricted, but the demand 
for merchandise will be less than it 
would be under ordinary circumstan 
ces. The reasons given above for be 
lieving that bimetailists will find en- 
couragement rather than discourage 
m*-nt in tha present conditions are the 
same which hive been given other 
advocates of bimetallism. Those who 
advocate free c iuage may be wrong, 



could no longer have their silver con 
verted into rupees.

In his report of 
1800, page 8, he said: 'Recant legis 
lation looking to the restoration of 
the bimetallic standard of our currcn 
cy and tne consequent enhancement 
ot the value of silver has unquestion 
ably advanced tho price of wheat in 
Russia and iudia, and in tho same de 
gree reduced their power of competi 
tion. Eoglish gold was formerly ex 
changed for cheap silver, and wheat 
purchased with the cheaper metal was 
sold in Great Britain for gold. Much 
of this advantage is lost by the ap 
preciation of silver in those countries 
It is nothing more than reasonable, 
therefore, to expect much higher pri 
ces for wheat than have been received 
in recent years. 

"The above q uotations explains 
why wheat and silver kept together, 
and also supports the proposition that 
legislation can raise the price of silver 
by increasing the demand for it.

Starvation Ahead. 

New York, Sept 8.— A special dis 
patch fiom London says the panic is 
spreading throughout Irelaud over 
the appalling prospect of a complete 
failure of the harvest. 

Reports have been received from 
more than one hundred parish priests 
They write saying the leading crops 
of hay, oats, and potatoes are practi 
cally complete failures owing to the 
continued heavy rains. The situation 
is being aggravated by continued cold 
weather, aud it looks like a famine 
was unavoidable the coming wiuter. 
There is algo fear of a food famine on 
the continent in Europe. 



Hazelton, Pa , Sept. 10.— The 
strike situation reached a terrible 
crisis ou the outskirts of Latimer this 
afternoon, wten a band of deputv 
sheriffs fired into an infuriated mob of 
m inert. 

The men fell like so many sheep 
and the excitement since has been so 
intense that no accurate li/ures of the 
dead nnd wounded can be obtained. 

The strikers left Hazelton at 3:30 
o'clock this afternoon, announcing 
their intention to go to Latimer. As 
soon as this became known a band of 
deputies was loaded on a trolly car 
and sent whirling across the mountain 
t" the scene where the bloody conflict 
followed. After reaching Latimer 
they I. 'it the car and formed into 
three companies, under Thomas Hall 
E. A. Uessel and Samuel B. Price. 
They drew up iu line at the edge of 
the village with a fence and a lino of 
houses in their rear. 

Sheriff Martin was in ommand 
and stood in the front of the line un 
til the strikers approached. They 
were Been cot ing across the ridge am 
Martin went out to meettbem. 

The men drew up sullenly and list 
eued in silence until he had one- 
more read the riot set. This finished, 
a low muttering arose among the for- 
eigners and there was a slight move 
forward. Perceiving this the sher'ff 
stepped toward them and in a deter 
mined tone forbade advance. 

Some one struck the sheriff" and the 
next moment there was a command to 
the deputies to fire. 1 he guns of the 
deputies instantly belched forth a ter 
rible volley. 

The strikers were taken entirely by 
surprise and the men toppled and fell 
over each other those who remained 
unhurt stampeded. 

The men went down bsfore the 
storm of bullets like tenpins, aud lh< 
groans ot the dying and woundte 
filled the air. The excitement that 
followed was simply indesc ibable, 

The deputies seemed to be terror 
stricken at the deadly execution of 
their guns and seeing the living strik 
?rs fleeing and the others dropping In 
the earth, they went to the aid of the 
unfortunates whom they had brought 
down. 

The people of Latimer rushed pell 
mell to the scene, but the sbriekg of 
the wound*! drowned the cries of the 
sympathizing and half crazed inhabi- 
tants.

Why the Illinois Cen- 
tral desires an outlet at Nashville h- 
apparent. Why it b u,;ht the Ohio 
Valley is now apparent. Tbe Ohio 
Valley will be extended into Nash- 
ville, and then the Illinois Central 
will have a division of busiuees to St 
Louis. Chicago and the Northwest. 

"But what about the agreemeut 
between the Illinois Central and the 
Louisville & Nashville, about which 
so in - ch has been said? All ab <ut it 
has not leaked out. But much is 
known. When the Ohio Valley bad 
its line completed to Princeton, Ky , 
four years sgo it secured from the 
Louisville A Nashville its branch 
leading from Princeton via (Jracey 
to Hopkinbville. 

"Inlthe trade for this line, the 
Ohio Valley agreed tLat it would not 
extend iu line to Nashville for a p-r- 
iod ot five years. 

"That was four years ago. The 
five years will expire next fall. In 
the meantime the Illinois Centrsl 
buys the Ohio Valley, and now in full 
possession, it evidently reasons tl.at 
it might as well having decided to 
have Nashville as its terminus to tl e 
esst, go a lie i,l and comptete construc- 
tion, so tbst the road can be operated 
into Nuelnil e as soon as the five 
yeais expire. 

"It will take about ninety days to 
complete the survey and estima'e- 
from Nashville to CUrksville. Tie 
contract will then be let and the con 
struction ought to begin about the 
first of the year. Work will probably 
be begun at Clarksville and at West 
Nashville about the same time. 

"The Illinois Central has pleiity of 
motey to rush ahead with anytihng it 
undertakes, and that being en, it is 
likily that Nashville will hove a new 
line of railroad by the time tie five 
year agreement has expired.
